EXTRADITION TREATY. 



FULL TEXT OF THE ARTICLE RE- 
CENTLY SIGNED IN LONDON. 



Crimes aot Bpr. Ifled In the Treaty of tH4 i 
Added to (he Present II... ument-It Kx- 
teads «<i Fugitives Convicted of Certain 
Crimes In Hither Country. 

Washington, July 21. —The full text of 
the convention recently signed in l/.n Ion by 
Minister Phelps and the Earl of Rosels-rry. 
extending and adding to the extradition pro- 
vision* of the treaty of 1842 is as follows: 

"Convention betweon the United Suites 
and her Britannic majesty: 

'Wiikiikas, By the tenth article of the 
treaty concluded between the United States 
Of America mid her Britannic majesty on the 
Hth day of August, 18^2, provision is made 
for the extradition of persons charged with 
tain crimes; and 

WMERF.AR, It Is now desired by the high 
contracting parties that the provisions of the 
■aid article shrnild embrace certain crimes 
therein specified, and should extend to 
fugitives convicted of crimes specified in said 
article and in this convention. 

'The said high contracting parties have 
appointed as their plenipotentiaries t<> con- 
clude a convention for this purpose, named, 
the president of the United States of Amer- 
ica, KdwnrdJ.

Wild Animals Becoming Tarn.- Under the 
liitliirnc. of Thlr»t— Cutting of Irriga- 
tion Ditches— Cattle Dying—Dang*' of 
Bloodshed— D.nrer'1 Water Supply 
Denver, Col.. July 21. -The great plains 
ara hot and parched and daily they ara he- 
coming more like the veritable desert of tha 
pioneer days. Not for many years lias there 
been such a scarcity of water in Colorado, 
and •specially In the region o( the Platte. 
Vegetation is becoming brown and crisp. The 
grass is withered, wells are drying up, irriga- 
tion ditches are dry, crops are burned up by 
the intense beat Cattle are dying, and at 
soma points on the plains the people are 
almost perishing for water. 

Pitiful are the tales told by ranchmen of 
crops destroyed, oattle perishing and their 
families in great danger of suffering. Re- 
ports from the eastern parts of Arapahoe 
and Weed counties, near the Colorado and 
Kansas line, present a terrible state of af- 
fairs. This section seems fated to disaster 
and misfortune. Last winter it h estimated 
that 100 people lost their lives near the state 
line in snow blockades and terrible storms 
that prevailed. Now they are scourged with 
an intense heat that is bringing ruin and dls 
aster. N > emigrants for many years hare 
suffered such extremes of heat aud cold as 

Induced by the favorable reports of tha 
rainfalls of the two previous years, and in- 
fluenced by the commonly accepted theory 
that the rainfall is each year increasing and 
the rain center moving westward, hundreds 
of new settlers have attempted raising crops 
without irrigation, but the present season 
has been a very uufortuuate one, not only the 
crops totally destroyed and their stock dying, 
but the unfortunate ranchmen and their fam- 
ilies are in some places suffering for water to 
drink. Nothing but misery is ahead of them, 
aud unless relief of some kind is soon ob- 
tained it » said that they will be obliged to 
move away or perish. Cattle are choking 
with thirst, and often the poor brutee ara 
seen standing at the dried-up watering places 
with tongues lolling out of their mouths. 

In some places the wild animals are becom- 
ing tame, even the antelope, the fleetest and 
most active animals on the plains, in some 
instances have beoome so exhausted from 
thirst that they have been easily captured by 
boys from the ranches. The reports from all 
the ranchmen confirm the statement that un- 
law water is procured the suffering among 
oattle will msttlt most fatally, and that the 
loss to ranchmen will be Immense, as these 
tittle bunches are in many cases all the ranch- 
man possess; to lose them would be most dis- 
astrous. In fact, as one ranchman expressed 
it, it is a matter of life and death to them. 
Tha great stock ranges, which It had been 
hoped would escape, are now becoming 
brown, and the leading stockmen are begin- 
ning to feel apprehensive. The cattle have 
suffered more in the southern sections, and 
many have perished. 

About 100,000 head have been rushed 
through the state from the dry regions of tha 
Northwest The Rio Grand river has a good 
volume, but the Arkansas and Platte rivers 
ind at some points the Platte is now 
but ankle deep, below tha great irrigation 
iitches, and many troublesome question* 
have have arisen over the irrigation problem. 
In ninny places along the Platte the ranch- 
men are armed, and will fight unless they 
obtain their rights. The big ditch oom- 
s monopolizing what little water 
there is, aud the feeling is very bitter. There 
have already been several encounters, but no 
of life has yet resulted. Representative 
nfcim from the plains have just held a 
convention in Denver, and say if they cannot 
have water by peaceful means they will take 
it by force. "Water, water; give us water," 
is the cry that come* from the plains. 

Governor Eaton has just giveu an audience' 
to a committee of rauehmen, and is devising 
means for a fair distribution of the water, 
aud it U hoi>ed that he will succeed. Unless 
lomethiug is done there is danger of bluod- 
,hed. The great ditch monopolies are guardi- 
ng their ditches with armed men, and the 
anchmen, hundreds ot whom are now 
lecretly organized and armed, say that unless 
■elief Is soon given they will cut the canals, 
Denver Is feeling the result of the drouth.

Crop Prospects. 

There is every promise of bsav) uropfl 
in this section of the country. The wheat 
all been harvested and the greater 
part of it has been threshed, or put in the 
stack. It suffered but little damage from 
the rains a few weeks ago, and the grain is 
good condition and the yield much 
heavier than most farmers were counting 
on. Mason County's present wheat crop is 
one of the largest ever grown. 

The growing corn is looking well and 
while it is a little late in some parts of 
the county— caused by the ravages of 
the cut worm— still with a fair sea- 
son from now on, the crop will be a 
good one. The same can be said as to 
tobacco and other crops. While every- 
thing looks promising for the farmer in 
this section, the reports from the West 
are not so encouraging. The condition 
of the crops in that great agricultural 
region can be learned by a persual of the 
following which will appear in this week's 
issue of the Farmers' Review, of Chicago : 
" While local rains have been experienced 
lu many localities In the WeU and Northwest, 
MM cases accompanied by destructive 
hall and wind, there Have beeu no general 
rains oovenug large «re.s, and the drouth Is 
not at an end. The winter wheat has been 
harvested In all but some extreme northern 
portions of the wheat belt. Its condition has 
well up to the promise It made In early 
spring. Hay and oata are being cut ; both 
are below the average on account of the 
drouth. Pastures are getting very short, and 
potatoes and other rata crops need rain very 
badly. Corn Is generally lu flue condition, 
1 and well advauced, bat It needs rain, 
and Is reported as already sufferlug la some 
localities. Theaprlng wheat oontlnues to run 
down Incoudltlou. It Is now too far advanced 
tobe muoh benefited by rains. Tothe Injury 
by drouth there Is added that from chinch 
.and In some localities rust. Harvest 
alone will show Us real condition, but ltdoes 

now promise to exceed 50 per cent, of 
average crop throughout the Northwest. ' 

The complaints of drouth come also 
from other sections of the West. A dis- 
patch from the Indian Territory says 

" The drouth still continues over nearly the 
whole of the Territory, The range Is rapidly 
being ruined, being ruined, and prairie 
nres are already burning In every direc- 
tion. Murrain baa broken out among the 
oattle lu several localities, and many are 
dytpg. Unless we have rain soon, a regular 
epidemic among the stock Is feared." 

Rain is Badly needed in Kansas too, 
judging by the following from Topeka i 

"The present drouth In Kansas Is the 
severest the Stale has known since 
leas rain falls during the coming v 
corn prospect will be ruined. The corn U 
Just beglnnlug to tassel, and Is lp a condition 
when rain Is most needed. The last general 
rain was in the latter part of June ; since ihen 
the weather has beeu intensely hot. There 
have been looal showers, but not enough t 
be of any servioe. The oats and wheat hai 
vesta have exceeded the estimates of the 
Htate Board of Agriculture, but from the pres- 
ent outlook the com crop will be greatly re-
